Budget cuts 
silence EPSB 
music program 


Fiscal woes. District can 
no longer afford to offer 
programming beyond 
central mandate

Parents and students are upset 
that an extracurricular music 
program, which has been a part 
of the Edmonton Public School 
Board for more than four dec¬ 
ades, is shutting down because 
of budget cuts. 

Joshua Trytten plays viola 
with the Edmonton Public 
Schools Music Enrichment 
Program and the 17-year-old 
said he was “shocked” when 
his conductor told his class on 
Tuesday evening that the pro¬ 
gram is being cancelled. 

“It’s a great place to con¬ 


nect with people who share the 
same interest in music,” he said. 

The Music Enrichment 
Program is one of the first cas¬ 
ualties after cuts to education 
grants for school boards were 
announced in the March prov¬ 
incial budget. 

“As a district, we can no 
longer afford to use our resour¬ 
ces to extend programming 
beyond our central mandate 
and that’s to provide program¬ 
ming for kindergarten to Grade 
12,” said public school board 
spokesperson Jane Sterling. 

About 650 elementaiy, 
junior high and high school 
students partake of the Music 
Enrichment Program, which of¬ 
fers after-school group lessons 
in strings or choir. 

The string program was 
introduced in 1959 and the 
choral program in 1967. 

Timothy Wong, a cello in¬ 
structor with the program, said 


he was “utterly shocked” about 
its cancellation. 

“I would say at least half 
of the class, if I had to be bold 
enough to guess, wouldn’t be 
able to afford private lessons. 
It’s a fantastic way to introduce 
music to kids’ lives,” said Wong, 
who has a son in the program. 

Sterling said the district has 
allocated money, which for 
the past several years has been 
$220,000, to support the pro¬ 
gram. That funding will stop for 
the 2013-14 school year. 

Parent groups also raise 
money for the program and 
participants are charged a fee. 

While people are upset 
about the program’s closure, 
Sterling said it’s the reality of a 
tough budget. “Unfortunately, 
it means that we’re going to 
be looking at programs such as 
this that are really wonderful 
and lovely to have but we’re not 
funded to provide them.”

Katz Group cleared 
of misdeeds in 
$430K worth of 
election donations 

Election officials have 
cleared Alberta’s Progres¬ 
sive Conservative party and 
Edmonton Oilers owner 
Daiyl Katz of wrongdoing 
in a $430,000 campaign 
contribution last year. 

Critics say the case has 
exposed loopholes in cam¬ 
paign funding rules that are 
so gaping, such contribu¬ 
tions should be banned 
altogether. 

Chief electoral officer 
Brian Fjeldheim says there’s 
no evidence that a $430,000 
bank draft organized by 
Katz and delivered to Pre¬ 
mier Alison Redford’s Tories 
a week before voting day in 
April 2012 broke fundrais¬ 
ing rules. 

By law, individual 
donations may not exceed 
$30,000. 

“The investigation 
revealed that this was not 
a single contribution of 
$430,000,” Fjeldheim wrote 
in a report made public 
Wednesday, 

“There were in fact 17 
contributions.” 

He confirmed the 
money was delivered to 
Redford’s party on April 16, 
2012. The cash represented 
20 per cent of the entire 
Toiy campaign war chest. 

In Calgaiy, Redford said 
the party is pleased with 
Fjeldheim’s conclusions and 
stands by what it said in 
the faU. 

Wildrose Leader 
Danielle Smith said even 
though Fjeldheim has 
decided that most of the 
money was donated accord¬ 
ing to policy, the donation 
violated the spirit of the 
rules and the Tories should 
pay it all back.

City councillors want a long¬ 
term plan for Edmonton’s ma¬ 
jor roads, to help ensure this 
year’s bumpy, pothole-filled, 
wheel-eating drive does not 
become a permanent event. 

Councillors at the city’s 
transportation committee 
gave next year’s budget a $9 
million boost to do more re¬ 
habilitation work on arterial 
roads. 

They also asked adminis¬ 
tration for a new program to 
gradually increase the city’s 
budget for rehabilitation to 
$65 million a year, which has 
been identified as the min¬ 
imum to keep the city’s roads 


Pumping cash into repairs 


The city’s three-year capital 
budget, which ends next year, 
has a total of $46 million for 
road rehabilitation and coun¬ 
cil added an additional 
$12 million this year, to deal 
with the spike in potholes. 


in good shape. 

Brice Stephenson, the 
city’s manager of transpor¬ 
tation operations said next 
year’s boost is great, but a 
long-term commitment will 
be able to get a lot of roads 
repaired. 

“(If) we can get better con¬ 
tract prices, we can get better 
commitment from our con¬ 
tracting companies,” he said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
committing to a long-term 
plan is something the city has 
to do. 

“It’s veiy critical for us to 
develop a long-term sustain¬ 


able funding source,” he said. 

A report on the new pro¬ 
gram, which will include pos¬ 


sible funding sources, will 
come to council at the end of 
May.

Man spraying for mosquitoes finds body

Spraying for mosquitoes led 
a City of Edmonton employ¬ 
ee to a gruesome discovery 
Wednesday, when a man’s 
body was found in a ditch 
on the city’s periphery. 

The homicide unit is in¬ 
vestigating the death of the 
man, who is believed to be 
in his 20s. 

His body was found near 
Ellerslie Road and Meridian 
Street, shortly before 9 a.m. 
Wednesday morning, said 
police spokesperson Leila 
Daoud. 


“It’s suspicious until po¬ 
lice find evidence to the 
contrary,” Daoud said. 

Police remained on the 
scene mid-morning and had 
the road blocked off while 
they investigated. 

“Our investigation is still 
in the very early stages,” 
said EPS homicide Staff Sgt. 
David Christoffel, in a news 
release. 

“Anyone who may have 
any information is encour¬ 
aged to come forward and 
speak to police.” 


Police are asking anyone 
with information about the 
suspicious death to call the 
EPS non-emergency com¬ 
plaint line at 780-423-4567. 

If the death is deemed a 
homicide, it would be the 
seventh homicide in Ed¬ 
monton this year and the 
second in less than two 
weeks. 

Last week, Artur Ugod- 
nilcov was shot to death in 
the upper parking lot at 
Londonderry Mall.

If it weren’t for two medical 
residents, an emergency-room 
nurse and an automated ex¬ 
ternal defibrillator on hand at 
the hotel restaurant where Bob 
Chomyn was dining with his 
family on March 3, he may not 
be here today. 

Chomyn, 56, went into car¬ 
diac arrest while having brunch 
at The Radisson Edmonton 
South. He and his wife, Maiy, 
were reunited with the trio of 
Alberta Health Services staff on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

It was “amazing, unbeliev¬ 
able, incredible” to meet the 
people who helped save his life, 
Chomyn said. 

“I’m real fortunate,” he said 
during the emotional reunion. 

It was an automatic reac¬ 
tion to respond to the nearby 


table, said medical resident An¬ 
drea Tamm, who helped along 
with her husband, Alex, and 
emergency-room nurse Raya 
Caouette. 

The three performed CPR, 
used the AED and then mon¬ 
itored Chomyn until EMS ar¬ 


rived to take him to hospital. 

“We don’t know what 
would have happened had we 
not intervened,” Tamm said. 
“But I’m happy I was able to 
step in and help.” 

Chomyn spent a week 
in hospital before being dis¬ 


charged and starting ongoing 
rehabilitation. He is heading 
back to work next week. 

Under AHS’s Public Access 
to Defibrillation initiative, 150 
AEDs have been placed in com¬ 
munities across the province.

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Jail guards. Alberta wants 
to recoup strike costs, 
suspend union dues 


The Alberta government 
plans to recoup its financial 
losses from an illegal strike 
by jail guards and stop de¬ 
ducting dues for the largest 
union in the province, a 
move that could hobble the 
massive labour group. 

Premier Alison Redford 
said the almost five-day walk¬ 
out by guards cost taxpayers 
$1.3 million per day and Al¬ 
bertans should not be on the 
hook for an unlawful job ac¬ 
tion. 

“Veiy clearly that’s the 
reason that we believe we can 
pursue costs,” Redford said 
Wednesday in Calgaiy. 

“We won’t file the full ap¬ 
plication with respect to that 
until we’ve calculated all the 
costs.” 

Guards at the new Edmon¬ 
ton Remand Centre illegally 
walked off the job Friday 
citing health and safety con¬ 
cerns and others from nine 
other correctional facilities 
followed.

Pests. City hopes cold 
spring killed mosquitoes 


While spring snow has yet to 
produce May flowers, city of¬ 
ficials are hoping it killed an 
awful lot of mosquitoes 

The city has kicked off the 
mosquito control program, 
which targets larvae in stand¬ 
ing water, by spraying mostly 
from helicopters. James Wilkie, 
director of the animal care and 
control program, said the win¬ 
ter that wouldn’t end has led to 
some challenges, but hopefully 
it will reduce numbers. 

“I never thought that we 
would have pickaxes and ice 
augers as potential mosquito 


control equipment,” he said. 
“The nice thing about the snow 
coming is that it may have 
killed off some of those mosqui¬ 
toes that were already flying.” 

City biologist Mike Jenkins 
said the melt and freeze cycles 
that led to potholes this year 
also mean there are less stand¬ 
ing pools of water that make 
for ideal breeding conditions. 

“It hasn’t been one big 
rapid melt that would result 
in habitats; it’s actually been 
much more gradual than you 
normally see,” he said.

LRTs. Not so fast, some 
local residents urge 


Councillors took a small step 
forward on building an LRT fine 
from Edmonton to St. Albert on 
Wednesday, but the speed at 
which the trains would move 
became the centre of debate. 

Council approved the rout¬ 
ing for the unfunded $1.58 
billion line, which would run 
generally from NAIT across the 
airport lands, through several 
neighbourhoods to St. Albert. 

Some residents are con¬ 
cerned the latest plan would 
see the trains travelling as fast 
as 60 kilometres per hour. 

Bev Esslinger, president of 


the Cumberland Oxford Com¬ 
munity League, supports the 
project but didn’t think the 
trains would move so fast. 

“Overall our community 
has embraced the LRT coming 
through the heart of our com¬ 
munity,” she said. “We do not 
understand why this changed.” 

Coun. Kim Krushell said she 
doesn’t understand speeding 
up the trains, especially given 
the small benefit. 

“Your net benefit is just an 
additional minute, so how do 
we justify that?” she asked.

Three college friends of Bos¬ 
ton Marathon bombing sus¬ 
pect Dzhokhar Tsamaev were 
arrested and accused Wednes¬ 
day of removing a backpack 
containing hollowed-out fire¬ 
works from Tsarnaev’s dorm 
room three days after the at¬ 
tack to keep him from getting 
into trouble. 

In court papers, the FBI 
said one of them threw the 
backpack in the garbage — it 
was later found in a landfill 
by law enforcement officers 
— after the young men con¬ 
cluded from news reports that 
Tsarnaev was one of the bomb¬ 
ers. 

Azamat Tazhayalcov and 
Dias Kadyrbayev, both 19-year- 


olds from Kazakhstan, were 
charged with conspiring to 
obstruct justice by concealing 
and destroying evidence. 
Robel Phillipos, 19, who 
graduated from the presti¬ 


gious Cambridge Rindge and 
Latin High School with Tsar¬ 
naev, was charged with lying 
to investigators about the visit 
to Tsamaev’s room. 

The three were not accused 


of any involvement in the 
bombing itself. But in a foot¬ 
note in the court papers out¬ 
lining the charges, the FBI said 
that about a month before the 
bombing, Tsarnaev told Ta- 


zhayalcov and Kadyrbayev that 
he knew how to make a bomb. 

Authorities allege that on 
the night of April 18, after the 
FBI released surveillance-cam¬ 
era photos of the bombing sus¬ 
pects and the three men sus¬ 
pected their friend was one of 
them, they went to Tsamaev’s 
dorm room. 

Before Tsarnaev’s room¬ 
mate let them in, Kadyrbayev 
showed Tazhayalcov a text 
message from Tsamaev that 
read: “I’m about to leave if you 
need something in my room 
take it,” according to the FBI. 
When Tazhayalcov learned 
of the message, “he believed 
he would never see Tsarnaev 
alive again,” the FBI said in the 
affidavit. 

The lawyers for the Kazakh 
students said their clients had 
nothing to do with the bomb¬ 
ing and were just as shocked 
by the crime as everyone else. 

If convicted, each of the 
accused could receive a multi¬ 
year prison sentence and a 
fine of up to $250,000.

A bomb exploded Wednes¬ 
day in a busy shopping area 
in the capital of Russia’s 
restive republic of Dag¬ 
estan, killing at least two 
people, police said. 

Two teenage boys who 
tried to open a cardboard 
box left near a store were 
killed when the bomb in¬ 
side went off, police said. 

The explosion in the 
city of Makhachkala also 
wounded an undetermined 
number of people, said the 
republic’s interior ministry. 
She had no further details 
about the bomb. 

The Islamic insurgent 
hotbed is home to the par¬ 
ents of the suspects in last 
month’s Boston Marathon 
bombing. One of the bomb¬ 
ing suspects who was killed 
in a shootout with police, 
Tamerlan Tsamaev, paid a 
long visit to Dagestan last 
year. Investigators are try¬ 
ing to determine whether 
he had contact with extrem¬ 
ists there.

Immigrant workers. 

Peaceful marches cross 
the U.S. in hopes of 
reaching Capitol Hill 


Demonstrators demanded 
an overhaul of immigration 
laws Wednesday in an an¬ 
nual, nationwide ritual that 
carried a special sense of 
urgency as Congress consid¬ 
ers sweeping legislation that 
would bring many of the esti¬ 
mated 11 million people liv¬ 
ing in the U.S. illegally out of 
the shadows. 

Thousands joined May 
Day rallies from Concord, 
N.H., to Los Angeles, where 
scores of marchers gath¬ 
ered downtown. In Salem, 
Ore., Gov. John Kitzhaber 
was cheered by about 2,000 
people on the Capitol steps 


as he signed a bill to allow 
people living in Oregon with¬ 
out proof of legal status to 
obtain drivers licences. 

In Vermont, more than 
1,000 people assembled on 
the Montpelier Statehouse 
lawn. And in New York, 
paper rats on sticks bobbed 


along Sixth Avenue as about 
200 protesters set off from 
Bryant Park, chanting: 
“What do we want? Justice! 
When do we want it? Now!” 
The rats were intended to 
symbolize abused migrant 
workers.

A five-year-old U.S. boy acci¬ 
dentally shot his two-year-old 
sister to death with a rifle he 
had received as a gift last year, 
Kentucky authorities said. 

The children’s mother was 
home at the time Tuesday after¬ 
noon but had stepped out to 
the front porch for a few min¬ 
utes and “she heard the gun go 
off,” Cumberland County Cor¬ 
oner Gaiy White said. He said 
the rifle was kept in a comer, 
and the family didn’t realize a 
bullet was left inside it. 

White told the Lexington 
Herald-Leader newspaper the 
boy received the .22-calibre 
rifle, especially made for chil¬ 
dren, as a gift. 

White identified the gun as 
a Criclcett, referring to a com¬ 
pany that specifically makes 
guns, clothes and books for 
children. “It’s a little rifle for a 
kid. ... The little boy’s used to 
shooting the little gun.” 

The shooting, while acci¬ 
dental, highlights a cultural 
divide in the U.S. debate over 
gun control, which again be¬ 
came a top issue after 20 young

Italy. Appointment of 
woman born in Congo 
causes racial backlash 


It was hailed as a giant step 
forward for racial integration 
in a country that has long 
been ill at ease with its grow¬ 
ing immigrant classes. 

But Cecile Kyenge’s ap¬ 
pointment as Italy’s first 
black cabinet minister has 
instead exposed the nation’s 
ugly race problem, a blight 
that flares regularly on the 
soccer pitch with racist 
taunts and in the diatribes of 
xenophobic politicians — but 
has now raised its head at the 
centre of political life. 

One politician from a 
party that not long ago ruled 
in a coalition derided what 
he called Italy’s new “bonga 
bonga government.” On Wed¬ 
nesday, amid increasing re¬ 
vulsion over the reaction, the 
government authorized an 
investigation into neo-fascist 
websites whose members 



called Kyenge a “Congolese 
monkey” and other epithets. 

Kyenge, 48, was bom in 
Congo and moved to Italy three 
decades ago to study medicine. 
An eye surgeon, she lives in 
Modena with her Italian hus¬ 
band and two children. She was 
active in local centre-left pol¬ 
itics before winning a seat in 
the lower Chamber of Deputies 
in Februaiy elections.

Bill. Ireland lays down 
new rules on abortions 


Ireland unveiled a long-await¬ 
ed bill Wednesday that lays 
down new mles governing 
when life-saving abortions 
can be performed, a point of 
potentially lethal confusion 
for women in a countiy that 
outlaws terminations. 

Prime Minister Enda Ken¬ 
ny, speaking to reporters after 
his government published 
the Protection of Life During 
Pregnancy Bill, said he hoped 
the coming weeks of debate 
would not turn bitter. But he 
warned Catholic conserva¬ 
tives within his own party to 
back the bill or be expelled. 

Kenny said the bill would 
set a maximum 14-year prison 


sentence for anyone involved 
in an illegal abortion, whether 
doctor or patient. The current 
law, dating to 1861, sets the 
maximum penalty at life. 

Kenny’s government took 
action following the death of 
Savita Halappanavar last year 
from blood poisoning after 
she was refused a termination 
because her dying fetus still 
had a heartbeat. The bill, if 
passed, would change nothing 
for the vast majority of an esti¬ 
mated 4,000 Irish women who 
travel annually for abortions 
in England, nor the growing 
number who order miscarri¬ 
age-inducing dmgs over the 
Internet, the associated press

Pants puller 
apologizes to 
Ottawa women 

A man who terrorized 
women in Ottawa last spring 
with a spree of sexual assaults 
in which he pulled down 
his victims’ pants in broad 
daylight as they walked 
alone, apologized to the city 
Wednesday. 

“I am soriy,” said Gavin 


Griffiths, 26, speaking in 
court to his nine victims be¬ 
fore being sentenced to 10 
months at the St. Lawrence 
Valley Correctional and 
Treatment Centre. 

Griffiths also faces three 
years probation. His 28 prior 
convictions and inability to 
follow court orders played 
a role in the verdict along 
with the fact doctors found 
his behaviour may indicate 
he has “pervasive develop¬ 
mental disorder.”

They are supporting steps 
to allow more discretion in 
juvenile offender cases. 

Offences that can trigger 
listing on the registries 
range from rape to consen¬ 
sual sex between children 
and could include so-called 
“sexting” of photos.

Hip or horrible? PepsiCo 
pulls online spot depicting 
battered woman being 
threatened in police lineup 


PepsiCo is once again learning 
the risks of celebrity partner¬ 
ships after an ad for Moun¬ 
tain Dew was criticized for 
portraying racial stereotypes 
and making light of violence 
toward women. 

The soda and snack food 
company said it immediately 
pulled the 60-second spot after 
learning that people found 
it was offensive. The ad was 
part of a series developed by 
African-American rapper Tyler, 
The Creator, and depicted a 
battered white woman on 
crutches being urged to iden¬ 
tify a suspect out of a lineup of 
black men. 

A goat character known as 
Felicia is included in the lineup 
and makes threatening com¬ 
ments to the woman, such as 
“Ya better not snitch on a playa” 
and “Keep ya mouth shut.” 

The woman eventually 
screams “I can’t do this, no no 
no!” and runs away. The word 


“do” is in apparent reference to 
the soft drink’s “Dew It” slogan. 

Mountain Dew, known 
for its neon colour and high 
caffeine content, is gener¬ 
ally marketed to younger men 
and sometimes attempts to 
have edgier ads. But the con¬ 
troversy over its latest spot 
illustrates the fine line that 
companies must walk when 
trying to be hip. 


Laura Ries, president of Ries 
& Ries, a marketing firm based 
in Atlanta, said companies that 
want the street cred of a celeb¬ 
rity may end up losing control 
of the message they want to 
convey. 

If PepsiCo had created an 
ad for Mountain Dew, for ex¬ 
ample, she said it might not 
have been considered edgy or 
cool. But by handing over con¬ 


trol to a celebrity, she said the 
company ran the risk of having 
an ad that wasn’t appropriate. 

PepsiCo Inc., based in Pur¬ 
chase, N.Y., said it understood 
how the ad could be offensive. 
“We apologize for this video 
and take full responsibility,” 
the company said in an up¬ 
dated statement Wednesday 
afternoon.

Canada’s dairy farmers have 
changed the rules they use to 
classify milk that goes into mak¬ 
ing mozzarella cheese.

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A producer, a First Nations 
community and a strip club 



Blackstone. Back for 
a third season, series 
melds the power and 
punch of the first two 
seasons to create a 
show that entertains 
and educates

It was a little early to be 
sitting in a strip club, but 
that was where I was going 
to find the cast and crew of 
Blackstone. 

The club actually serves 
as a massive, fully integrat¬ 
ed set for the third season 
of the show. 

“This was the ideal lo¬ 
cation for us to take over,” 
says producer Jesse Szyman- 
slci of the once empty build¬ 
ing. “The art department 
came in and really trans¬ 
formed the space to fit the 
storyline of season three.” 

The show centres on the 
fictional Blackstone First 
Nation and unapologetic- 
ally explores deep-seated 
corruption and societal 
issues, with a Soprano’s 
undertone. 

Originally, this home¬ 
grown production was 
pitched as a two-hour mov¬ 
ie of the week, but produ¬ 
cers saw something more. 
Szymanski explains, “From 
the get go, the potential 
for a one-hour drama was 
obvious. Over the seasons, 
we’ve seen the show be¬ 


come pretty intense. Season 
one was really in your face. 
Season two was more pol¬ 
ished and dived more into 
the characters. This season 
melds the power and punch 
of the first two seasons with 


multi-layered characters 
and their stories.” 

Pulling the shows togeth¬ 
er largely falls to Szyman¬ 
ski. As producer, her days 
are never the same. 

“My job is to really put 


out the fires,” she says. 

On top of dealing with 
schedule and mid-produc¬ 
tion script changes, Szym¬ 
anski is responsible for 
coordinating all the behind- 
the-scenes aspects. 


Home grown talent

The Lumineers. Lead 
singer Wesley Schultz 
talks about returning 
to Canada, their big hit 
and the importance of 
following it up 


The Lumineers, the Denver- 
based folk-roclc band who auth¬ 
ored the rousing smash single 
Ho Hey, have played sparingly 
in Canada, so they have a clear 
memory of the few gigs they 
have played north of the border. 

One in particular stands out 
to frontman Wesley Schultz. It 
was last June, when the Lumin¬ 
eers’ self-titled debut had been 
out for a couple months but the 
hand-stitched Ho Hey was still 
hovering around the fringe of 
the Billboard singles chart. The 
band was scheduled to play a 
(non-headlining) show at Toron¬ 
to’s historic but cosy Horseshoe 
Tavern during North by North¬ 
east, and the venue was full — 
though the mood was skeptical. 

“It was half fans, half indus- 
tiy people with their arms fold¬ 
ed, didn’t really give a (crap),” 
Schultz recalled in a telephone 
interview. “The industiy people 
were sort of wondering what 
the fuss was about but the fans 
were like, really excited. 

“It was almost like the 
people in the music business 
were kind of underestimat¬ 
ing what we were doing at the 
time, I think, and almost look¬ 
ing like, ‘(This crowd) must be 
here for something else.’ 

“We actually thought the 
same thing because we were in 
Canada! We’d never been there 
before.” 

There will be no doubt 
when the Lumineers wind back 
through the country this time. 
They play Hamilton’s Copps 
Coliseum on Tuesday before a 
pair of sold-out gigs in Toronto 
and another in Montreal. Their 
album has recently been cer¬ 
tified double-platinum here, 
Ho Hey is five-times platinum 
and their more recent single, 


Stubborn Love, is gold. Schultz 
talked about the Grammy-nom- 
inated band’s big year, follow¬ 
ing up Ho Hey and finding time 
to write new material. 

Your second single, Stubborn 
Love, is doing well now, with 
gold sales here in Canada. Is 
that a relief, that it wasn’t just 
Ho Hey that would connect? 
Yeah, you can never reproduce 
something like Ho Hey, it was 
just huge. It becomes this big 
thing, and you don’t want to 
be known for just one thing. 
The other thing is that our live 
shows, I’ve noticed that Stub¬ 
born Love actually gets a bigger 
reaction.... It’s cool to hear that 
song’s being played now on the 
radio as well. It’s a scary thing 
to have success with one song. 

Did you know early on you had 
a hit in Ho Hey? 

I remember this hilarious 
moment — (though) it wasn’t 
hilarious at the time, it was 
land of (crappy). Jere (Jeremiah 
Fraites) and I had just recorded 
Ho Hey on our own, in our 
basement, and we were mov¬ 
ing out of this one house and 
moving into this smaller, crap- 
pier house. We were showing 
the new tenants, these college 
kids moving in, the digs. 

Here’s the bedroom. Here’s 
the bathroom. And he saw our 
instruments and our computer 
(and) ProTools. We said, “You 
should listen to this song.” And 
he and the others were not at 
all impressed. It was kind of 
uncomfortable. 

One of your bandmates recently 
estimated he’s played Ho Hey 
2,000 times. Are you sick of it? 

(Someone) said: “Does it ever 
feel like you’re covering some¬ 
one else’s song, because you 
play it so much?” That’s the 
best way I can describe it some 
nights. You do it so much and 
there’s not much flexibility 
with how you can necessar¬ 
ily present it every night. 
Sometimes we would go out in 
the crowd and we would play 
it with a lot less instruments

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Bat-like singer drew from ‘very dark’ times to 
give Deerhunter’s latest offering added edge

Bradford Cox wrote what 
would become the final track 
of Deerhunter’s forthcoming 
album, a song called Punk, at a 
friend’s house in New York dur¬ 
ing what he describes as a very 
difficult time. He’d gone north 
to get away from personal tur¬ 
moil in his hometown of Atlan¬ 
ta, taking few items other than 
a borrowed leather jacket. 

Before work could start 
on the album, the band faced 
more difficulty — the depar¬ 
ture of its longtime bassist Josh 
Fauver — which made Cox fear 
the band would break up. 

It did not, but Cox still 
wound up playing a melodic 
bass line on Punk during re¬ 
cording sessions earlier this 


year. The reason for the extra 
duties wasn’t personnel-related. 
“I played a lot of stuff on that 
song, but that’s only because 
the demo is so confusing be¬ 
cause I was drunk when I made 
it,” he said during an interview 
at his house in Atlanta. “I was in 
character for that song.” 

The smouldering, propul¬ 
sive track was part of a burst 
of songwriting within the past 
two years that Cox says resulted 
from “veiy dark” things that 
he declined to explain further. 
These songs form the bulk of 
Monomania, the band’s fifth 
full-length album due to be re¬ 
leased on May 7. 

Anticipation for the album 
was goosed by a performance 
of the noisy title track in early 
April on Late Night With Jimmy 
Fallon, which was analyzed on 
more than a dozen music blogs 
under headlines describing it as 
“brilliant, bizarre.” The band’s 
past two albums also each land¬ 
ed near the top of year-end lists. 

Cox, who turns 31 on May 
15, said the band had been do-

ing all-night rehearsals to pre¬ 
pare for a string of tour dates 
around the Southeast before 
they head to Europe for club 
shows and festivals. The day 
of the interview, they’d prac¬ 
ticed until 7 a.m. and Cox had 
awakened not long before a 
reporter showed up in the late 
afternoon. 

“I sleep all day. That’s what 
I do,” he said. “I’m like a bat.” 

The new album is a col¬ 
lage of elements familiar to 
Deerhunter fans — cacophony 
interspersed with tunefulness, 
guitar tones that range from 
scratchy to soothing and vocals 
that occasionally dissolve into 
distortion.

the wire mesh inside and 
secure it with a staple gun, 
then nail a plywood backing 
to the back of the shadow 
box. 

Take cuttings 

Almost any succulent can be 
used for living pictures, but 
it’s usually best to stick with 
varieties that stay small. Cut 
off small buds of the succu¬ 
lents for cuttings, leaving a 
stem of a quarter-inch long. 

Make sure any old bottom 
leaves are removed, then 
leave the cuttings on a tray 
in a cool, shaded area for a 
few days to form a “scab” on 
the ends before planting. 

Add soil 

Set the frame mesh-side up 


and fill with soil, using your 
hands to push it through 
the mesh openings. Be sure 
to use cactus soil for better 
drainage. 

Fill in with plants 

Now comes the fun part. 
Lay out the cuttings in the 
design you want on a flat 
surface, and poke them into 
the wire mesh holes in your 
frame. 

You can start either in 
one corner or by placing the 
“focal point” cuttings in first 
and filling in around them. 
Waves or rivers of colour 
are popular living-picture 
designs, although using just 
one type of succulent is also 
a simple yet elegant option.

Keep your living pictures 
flat and out of direct sun¬ 
light for one to two weeks 
to allow roots to form 
along the stems, then 
begin watering.

take once,” Lambton says. 

Mount your living art 
once the succulents are 
securely rooted, which 
can take between four 
and eight weeks, de¬ 
pending on the type of 
climate. 

After that, water 
every seven to 10 days by 
removing from the wall 
and laying it flat. Be sure 
to let the water drain be¬ 
fore hanging your living 
picture back up to avoid 
rotting.

Budget. Simple projects can lead to savings 


Renovations aren’t just about 
updating the design and com¬ 
fort of your home or cottage, 
they can also be a great way to 
incorporate better approaches 
and sustainable technologies 
that cost very little, but lead to 
big savings.

Here are some simple tips 
to get you thinking about 
renovating your space with an 
eye to saving — both money 
and the environment: 

• Often in renovations you 
have the opportunity to fill un¬ 


insulated spaces to make them 
more energy efficient. To go 
green, consider rock wool or 
cellulose insulation. Both are 
available at most home reno¬ 
vation centres and contain 
recycled content, are made in 
Canada, and have the poten¬ 
tial to reduce your monthly 
heating costs. 

• The biggest single electricity 
user in an average gas-heated 
home is your refrigerator. 


While renovating a kitchen, 
consider recycling your old 
fridge (many utility compan¬ 
ies will pick it up for free) and 
purchasing an Energy Star 
fridge. Choosing a smaller size 
will also reduce the monthly 
energy cost. Compare the 
EnerGuide rating that is listed 
on each fridge before you buy 
one — this will tell you which 
ones will save you the most 
energy and the most money. 


• Reducing water use and hot 
water bills when renovating 
your bathroom is easy. In¬ 
stalling a low-flow or low-flow 
dual-flush toilet can reduce 
your water use by up to 25 
per cent. A smart way to sort 
through what works best is to 
visit map-testing.com. 

• Did you know showers use 
about 40 per cent of the hot 
water in your home? Installing 
the right low-flow shower 


head, especially one that is 
1.75 gallons per minute (GPM) 
or less, will save you up to 30 
per cent. 

• When looking to replace or 
install new windows, look for 
those that are Energy Star rat¬ 
ed for zone C or D. You could 
also consider installing case¬ 
ment windows, which tend to 
be less drafty as they age when 
compared to slider and double 
hung windows, news Canada 



Choose ‘smart’ 
renovations 


Many Canadians are inter¬ 
ested in knowing the “smart¬ 
est” household renovations to 
make to receive a good return 
on their investment.

Just the breakfast basics: 
Simple Quinoa Crepes 
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“The crepes are fantastic,” 
says Marilyn Smith, editor 
of The Vegetarian’s Com¬ 
plete Quinoa Cookbook. 
“I’m really impressed with 
the crepes just because it’s 
so different.” 

This recipe will give you 
a slightly sweet basic crepe 
that you can use in recipes 
with fruit or sweeter sauces. 

1. In a food processor fitted 
with a metal blade, process 
flour, eggs, oil and soy bev¬ 
erage for 10 to 15 seconds, 
until smooth (batter must 
be lump free). Refrigerate 
batter for at least 30 min¬ 
utes before cooking. This 
allows bubbles to dissipate 
and gives a nicer finished 
product. 

2. Very lightly grease a 
small frying pan (18 cm/7 
inches) with canola oil. You 
may only have to do this 
once; a lightly seasoned pan 
will give you a more uni¬ 
form crepe. 

3. Spoon a scant 45 ml (3 


tbsp) of the batter into pan 
and rotate pan around so 
that there is an even coat¬ 
ing on the bottom of it. Try 
not to run batter up the 
sides as this will over-crisp 
the edges. Turn crepe over 
after 30 seconds. Crepe will 
be lightly browned on both 
sides and will be flexible (for 
folding or rolling). 

4. Place cooked crepes on a 
plate lined with parchment 
paper to cool. They can be 
used in other crepe recipes 
or can be frozen at this point 
for later use. Freeze in small 
amounts, placing a small 
piece of parchment between 
crepes and wrapping them 
in clear plastic wrap. Freeze 
for up to 1 month.

Snack. Fruit & Nut Ousters 



These fruit and nut clusters 
make a decadent treat. “They’re 
yummy and contain a little 
more protein than if you just 
had a nut cluster,” says Marilyn 
Smith, editor of The Vegetar¬ 
ian’s Complete Quinoa Cook¬ 
book. 

1. Line a large baking sheet (42 
by 28 cm/17 by 11 inches) with 
parchment paper and set aside. 

2. Place chocolate in a medium 
microwave-safe bowl. Micro- 
wave at medium for 1 minute, 
stir, microwave one more 
minute at medium and stir 
again until completely melted. 
(Depending on your wattage, 
this could take longer than 2 
minutes. The trick is to add 
more time in 5-second intervals, 
as you don’t want to scorch the 
chocolate.
